The recent Arab aggression 
In the new Middle East conflict 
should make the blood boil in 
any American, particularly 
‘Americans of the Jewish faith. 

The perfidy of the aggression 
made Itself quite clear when 
forces of the Egyptian and 
Syrian armed forces launched 
a "Pearl Harbor” style attack 
on the hollest of Jewish 
holidays, Yom Kippur (the day 
‘of Atonement). 

Reckoning that Israell units 
In the Bar-Lev line along the 
Suez Canal, and along the 
Golan Heights would either be 
at services or resting, the Arab 
armies took the advantages 
thus presented to them. 

It may be said that the 
Israelis are at fault for not 
taking any precautions to fend 
off such an assault. (Looking at 
recent U.S. history we find that 
U,S. armed forces faced the 
same situation at Peart 
Harbor, In 1950 along the Yalu 
river in Korea during the 
Chinese intervention and also 
In the 1968 Tet offensive In 
South Vietnam, all occurring 
around the Christmas and New 
Year periods). 

But there Is also the 
Inescapable fact that during 
recent months, President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt had 
been moving away from his 
“hard-line” stance regarding 
war with Israel and had sent 
representatives to the United 
Nations to establish a dialogue 
with U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger regarding 
peace.

Israeli forces were, of 
course, hit very hard by the 
Arab assault, and It may be 
true that the Bar-Lev line 
crumbled In the face of such an 
assault. Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan of Israel has 
claimed that the line was only 
temporary holding line, to be 
held until reserves could be 
brought up. 

The alr force of Israel, too, 
may have suffered heavy 
losses due to the violation by 
the Egyptians of a 1970 truce 
regarding surface-to-air 
missiles. 

It Is also a fact that hun. 
dreds of SAMS were placed 
long the Suez and Golani 
limes, and that the Arabs 
realized that the Israeli air 
force would launch a strong 
counterattack. 

The Israelis are now on the 
offensive. In a few days or so, if 
the offensive holds its 
momentum, Arab forces will 
be driven across the 1967 
cease-fire lines and back into 
thelr own territory. (In fact, 
the Israeli armed forces have 
already driven the Syrians 
back on the road to 
Damascus). 

But will It stop there? 

The current Israeli feeling is 
of deep animosity toward Syria 
and Egypt. The Israel 
steamroller may not stop at the 
June 1967 lines, but cross into 
Egypt proper and take Port 
Sald and the eastern bank of 
the Suez. 


They may also decide to put 
an end to the Egyptian menace 
and seize Cairo and the Aswan 
Dam! 

As far as Syria Is concerned, 
Damascus, the Syrian capital, 
may not even be safe this time. 
Only 30 miles from the 1967 line 
at Kunietra, it would be an 
easy picking for the Israeli - 
army. So-would the guerrilla 
bases along the Syrian- 
Lebanese frontier. ~ 

The Israell counterattack Is 
lustified. The Arab nations 
must be taught a lesson this 
time that It Is better to talk 
Peace and recognize Isr 
existance instead of constant 
warfare. 

‘The murderous assaults by 
terrorists upon athletes, 
Pligrims, tourists and children 
should also be prevented by the 
governments of the Arab states 
if they should want to br 
regarded as responsible, 
civilized nations. 

America should continue to 
support Israel both militarily 
and economically, and should 
not bow down to threats of no 
oll resources. Responsive 
Americans would be wise to 
Ponder the fact that It was the 
Arabs that started this round of 
fighting.

Lawyer says Israel continues protection of Christian shrines

Editor: 

| was quite concerned to read the lead ar- 
ticle in your Oct. 17 issue In which a student of 
Lebanese extraction stated “she felt that the 
Israelis had attempted to drown the Christian 
and Islamic cultures survivingin the Jewish 
state by making it very difficult for those 
interested to visit the citles of thelr respective 
religious history. When | was In Israel 1 
found it very hard to locate any of the 
Christian or Islamic structures or chur- 
ches...the Israelis have apparently attempted 
to phase out all things that are not culturally 
Jewish.” 


As a visitor to Israel less than two months 
ago as a member of the Second Congress of 
International Lawyers meeting there, | was 
taken along with both Jews and non-Jews 
through standard tours of the national 
religious and cultural shrines. | can verify 
that good care is being taken of Christian, 
Jewish and Moslem shrines and that military 
guards of Israell-Arabs coupled with Israell- 
Jews are present at all of these, | was present 
In Bethlehem at the Church of the Nativity. | 
was present at the Church of the Holy 
Sepulcher where various sects of Christlanity 
maintain shrines at the area at which Jesus 
was crucified. | was present at the scene of 
the Last Supper and at several other shrines 
which now escape my memory insofar as 
Christian shrines are concerned. Please note 
that all of these Christian shrines were, after 
Saladin’s conquering of the Crusaders, made 


Into Moslem shrines. | was also present at the 
Dome of the Rock where Mohammed 
allegedly descended to heaven. 

I can testify that within the last two months 
that these religious shrines were well 
protected, well cared for, and freely avallable 
to touring groups of all nationalities and 
falths. Atno time was | present with our tour 
without seeing the presence of other tours in 
the immediate areas of the religious shrines. 

The Israelis, | understand, have agreed not 
to do archaeological explorations beneath the 
Dome of the Rock. This Is the agreed upon 
area where archaeological explorations would 
produce the ruins of Solomon's temple, a very 
holy place to the Jewish falth. In the Interest 
of international peace (somewhat ludicrous 
under the circumstances) the Jews have 
agreed not to dig and thereby in any way 
limit, restrain or desecrate the very holy 
Moslem area. 

Finally, with the Israel protection of the 
shrines and the opening of the shrines to the 
people of all cultures-and religions for the first 
time since 1948, It Is my interpretation of the 
facts that rather than phasing out all things 
that are not culturally Jewish, the Israelis 
have guaranteed access to and the per- 
petuation of the varying religious cultures,
